A COSTLY WRECK. 


Sudden Collapse and Destruction 


by Fire of An Immense 


Store. 


Two Employes Perish in the Flames — 


Mauy Narrow Escapes—Over Half 


a Million Dollars Loss. 


The Disaster Duplicated at Columbus, O.-- 


Terrible Boiler Explosion at 


Boston, Mass. 


ST. Locis, Dee. 11.—At twenty minutes 


past two o'clock this afternoon the fourth 
floor of the A. F. Shapleigh & Cantwell 
Hardware Company's store, 
4U-416-42fJ 


North Main street, caved in. The fkiot 
was loaded with agricultural implements 
and the break extended through the third 
floor, loaded with shelf goods, and the see/ 
ond floor loaded with sample goods to tho 
first. Whether the first floor caved in 01 
not can not be stated.

the boilers set fire to the debris, and i n n 
very few moment's the entire mass wag 
burning.
